Compared with the 
population of 492,432 in 1911, this re- 
presents an increase of 155,403, or 
31.55 per cent in five years.

|mated that, owing to the carelessness

| garbage every year, food to the value 
of $56,000,000, or about $7.00 per head 
of the total population, 

By complete national organization 
land economy, it is thought the eost of 
| living can be reduced by five cents per 
day for each individual. Counting in 
the Iimination of garbage waste, this 
would mean an annual saving of $25.55 
a head, or a national grand total saving 
of $204,400,000, enough to feed an 
army of one million men for a year. 

The estimated preventable waste of 
garbage alone is more than sufficient 


to feed all Canada’s soldiers overseas, | 


Were one million Canadian families 
to save one slice of bread a week, there 
would be a weekly saving of 71,250 
one-pound loaves—enough to feed 
$1-3 divisions of soldiers for a day.

Sullivan Clan Has Long Been Famous tn the Ring 

Of all the fighting families of the world the Irish clan of Sulll- 
van easily takes the iead in producing pugilistic champions. This 
observation is suggested by the fact that tomorrow will be the birth- 
day of the only twins who ever achieved boxing titles—Jack and Mike 
Sullivan, Mike “Twin” won the welterweight title in 1907 when he 
defeated “Honey” Mellory, who had copped the belt from Joe Wal- 
cott. Mike got the decision in a twenty-round bout in Los Angeles, 
where later he defended his honors against Jimmy Gardner. The 
latter claimed the title In 1910 when Mike ou w the welter class. 
There war a cloud on Mike's title, as it was also claimed by Dixie Kid, 
who had won on a foul from Walcott and later fought a draw with 
the Barbadces Demon. Joe Thomas also claimed the championship 
by reason of his defeat of Melllody, but Joe soon entered the mid- 
dleweight ranks and was vanquished by Stanley Ketchel, Jack 
“Twin” claimed the middleweight title after Tommy Ryan and Kid 
McCoy had retired and Jack O'Brien had outgrown the class, and for 
some time he was undoubtedly entitled to the honors. He had de- 
feated Hugo Kelly, Mike Schreck, Tommy Burns, and other good 
middleweights and light heavyweights, and had fought draws with 
Kelly, Jim Flynn and Philadelphia Jack O'Brien, as well as knocking 
out Bill Squires. Early in 1908 Mike was knocked out by a young 
miner from Montana named Stanley Ketchel, and Jack determined 
to get revenge. Thdé big twin stuck it out twenty rounds, when 
Ketchel connected, and Jack took a nap. By this victory Ketchel 
became the recognized middleweight champion. 

One of the first American champions was “Yankee” Sullivan, 
a middleweight who whipped some of the best of the heavyweights, 
but was defeated by Tom Hyer. “Yankee,” however, doesn't really 
belong as a Sullivan, for that was only his professional name, It 
is unnecessary to recall that the greatest Roman of them all was 
John L., who was a legitimate member in good standing of the 
Sullivan clan. There are any number of other Sullivans who made 
their mark in the ring, but we'll let it go at that, or otherwise the 
Kellys, McCarthys and Flynns might wet sore, 


Birthday of Baseball 

The fans throughout the nation should join In a great celebration 
tomorrow, for September 23rd is the birthday of baseball. It was on 
that date in the year 1845 that the Knickerbocker club of New York 
promulgated the first code to govern the pastime. The first con- 
test under these rules, Which would make present-day fans split with 
laughter, was played in Hoboken in 1846. These rules long gov- 
erned what was called the New York game, while the New England 
clubs had rules which differed in certain points from the ploneer 
code. In the early days of baseball the number of players varied 
from ten to fourteen. The catcher was permitted one of two as- 
sistants. The bases were wooden ftakes, and there were usually 
three umpires in each game, one from each club and one from a 
neutral club, By 1860 bags had supplanted the etnkes; nine innings 
and not a certain number of runs constituted a game; nine players 
constituted a side, and in other ways basebal) began to assume its 
present form. 


Today in Pugilistic Annals 

1890—-Owen Sullivan knocked out Jim Hall in eleven rounds at 
Broken Bow, Australia. This defeat of Hall by a second-rate bat- 
tler was the best answer to his claim that his victory over Bob Fitz- 
simmons a few months before had been on the square. All the evi- 
dence indicates that Hall's defeat of Fitz in four rounds at Sydney 
was a frame-up, and the freckled fellow later admitted as much. 
At the time of his battle with Sullivan Hall was middleweight cham- 
pion of Australia. After that he defeated Dummy Mace, Herb God- 
dard and Starlight, but in 1891 at Melbourne, he was stopped by Billy 
McCarthy, who had fallen an easy victim to Bob Fitzsimmons at 
San Francisco the previous year. Hall then came to America, and 
hypnotized a number of fans on this side into the belief that he 
could repeat his ‘“‘victory” over Fitz. They fought in New Orleans, 
and Hall was knocked out in less than four rounds, Hall's last fight 
was in 1896 with Joe Choynski, who knocked him out in thirteen 
rounds at Maspeth, Long Island, N. Y.

Dr. C. W. Gordon, “Ralph Connor,” | 
was born in Glengarry county, On-/| 
tario, on September 13th, 1860, son) 
of Rev. Daniel G. and Mary R. Gor-) 
don. He attended public school in| 
his home district and after complet- | 
ing his grade studies, went to high | 
school at the town of St. Mary's. | 
From there he went to the University | 
of Toronto and secured his degree of 
B.A. in 1883. In 1897 he,graduated 
from Knox college. From 1890 to 
1893 he served as missionary among 
the miners and lumbermeg of the 
North-West Territories. He was mar- 
ried to Helen Skinner, daughter of a 
former principal of Manitoba college, 
in 1896.

She was twenty-four years the jun- 
ior of her future lord and master, 
the much-married Henry, who, when 
sie was born, had already taken as 
ris first spouse Catherine of Aragon, 
w Gow of Henry's elder brother. 
While Anne of Cleves was develop- 
ing into an awkward, ugly girl, Henry 
was seeking t odivorce Catherine of 
Aragon. Henry's first venture on th 
troubled gea of matrimony was ftruit- 
less, for, although Catherine gave 
birth to three sons, one was bein 
deaed and the other two survived only 
a few hours. Aside from this, Henry 
was infatuated with Anne Boleyn, who 
remained resolute in her determina- 
tion to sustain no other relationship 
with him other than that of his legal 
married wife. In spite of the threats 
of the pope and the olergy, ifenry | 
divorced Catherine and took Anne | 
Boleyn to wife in 1533. Three months 
later his second wife wave bir‘. to 
Elizabeth, whose subsequent ‘eign | 
shied so much glory on Englana, In

erine, the fickle Henry turned against , 
his second wife, and she was ¢harged 
with misconduct before a commirsion 
of peers, who condemned hiwt 
death, with three gentlemen and a 
musician who were alleged to have 
shared her guilt. She was beheaded 
at the Tower, and on the following 
day Henry married Jane Seymour, 
daughter of Sir John Seymour, who 
had been maid of honor to the exec- 
uted queen.

Haig, and on Wednesday next will 
apeak at Leeds at a meeting earrang)1 
by the War Aims committee, offwhich | 
the late premier, together with the) 
present prime minister, David Liovd 
George, are presidents. Asquith's 
speech is looked forward to by the! 
whole country. The necessity of an| 
authoritative and indisputable lead for | 
public opinion here at this particular 
juncture is everywhere recognized, for 
a small peace-at-any-price party is} 
getting a more sympathetic hearing in 
various parts of the country than it} 
has received in the past. A counter- 
propaganda, which as yet has not ob- 
tained the dimensions of that which it 
designs to offset, has been begun by 
the War Aims committee. 

“Asquith is expected to set the pub- 
lic mind right in regard to the char- 
acter of the operations on the western 
front and particularly to remove the} 
impression which exists in some quer- 
ters that Sir Douglas Haig’s offensivcs 
this year were failures, in the sense 
that they did not break throu the 
German lines The highest military 
authorities are satisfied with the re- 
sult achieved during the summe-.”

Vice President Rigg, M.P.P., was al-| 
so against the resolution, declaring | 
that the door should not be closed 
against immigrants in such a manner.

The paint is com- 
petely dry and hard and ready for 
service in about three hours
